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ABSTRACT 

Sources of funding for programs for at-risk youth are 
described in this document. The sources listed were selected from 
experience, and from a search of directories. The information about 
funding sources for at-risk programs was the result of an Illinois 
Researcher Information System search as veil as hand searches using 
the following directories and resources! TAFT Foundation, America's 
Newest Foundations, National Data Book, Directory of Grants in 
Humanities, The Corporate 500, Annual Registry of Grant Support, and 
The Corporate 1000 Higher Education Directory. The following 
strategies for obtaining funding are discussed: (1) locate 
information on available funding sources? (2) identify potential 
funding sources? (3) follow proposal procedures within one's own 
organization? (4) write to potential supporters? (5) make the initial 
contact with the potential supporter? (6) develop the proposal? (7) 
sulfflilt the proposal? and (8) follow up on the status of the proposal. 
The name, address, telephone number, contact person, due date, as 
well as any additional information, are listed for 46 sources. 
Sources include corporate foundations as well as charitable 
foundations.

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strategies for Obtaining Funding 



1. Locate information on avtiliM fum^ soimra. 

The ttirary a good pla^ to begin searchif^ for possa)to funding sour^. The reference 
i%>rar)an is ttie resource person to get to knew. JhQ reterence IS)r^isffi can cOrect you to such 
IHttHicatkNis as: 



The lft>rary may offer a con%}Uter search sen/ioe. Such date bases as IRIS (IHinote 
Researcher Information System), SPIN. etc. can expand your Ust of potential su{:^)orters. 

2. Identify potentiiN funding sources. 

Read the information in the avaHs^ r^urces to detennine if the goals of the potential 
sources are compatibie with \he goals of yow organization and ycMjr proposed project 

3. Follow proposai procedure within your organization. 

Every (Hganization has (Afferent procedures for cteveioping and submitting proposals, it is 
critical to identify and follow those guidelines and to obtain tiie approval and commitment 
of your organization. 

4. Write to potential supporters. 

Letters of support are generally required for funcfing. These may be requested from state 
departments of education, tiie governor^ office, local businesses and Industries, volunteer 
groups or state agencies which will be affected by the pr(^>osai. 

5. Make the Initial contact with the iKitential 8U|H)oner. 

Initial contact with tiie potential supporter may be in the form of a letter, phone call, visit, or 
combination of tire ttvee. This allows botfi parties to determine if ttiere is a need to pursue 
the proposal. 

6. Develop the proposal. 

Following tiie guidelines outlined by the funding source, type the proposal in a simple, 
succinct style mat is neat, well-organized and logical. 

7. Submit the proposal. 

Before mailing, obtain signatures of approval necessary for documentation. Submit tiie 
required number of copies to tiie funding source so tiiat it meets deadlines established by the 
funder. 

8. Follow up on the status of the proposal. 

Approval time frames vary witfiin funding organizations. Allow a sufficient time for tiie proposal 
to be considered, tiien follow up to detennine tiie status of your proposal.
